They 
jumped into the operation room of a hospital and dragged out of it serious cases 
undergoing operations, labelling them as “prime movers in demonstrations,” and killed 
them by stamping on them with the jackboots or burning them with flame throwers.

DJP ASSEMBLYMEN EXCHANGE VIEWS IN CANADA

[Text] Ottawa, 26 Aug (YONHAP)--Jean Marchand, speaker of the Canadian Senate, today 
highly prairied South Korean President Chon Tu-hwan's efforts toward dialogue with 
North Korea as manifested anew in his January 12 and June 5 proposals calling for an 
inter-Korean summit exchange . 


In a luncheon speech welcoming a visiting Korean parliamentary delegation, Marchand 
said he fully endorsed Chon's view that given the national division, peaceful ter- 
ritorial unification should be pursued through such means as the reunion of separate 
Korean families. 


He stressed that for the realization of such an objective North Korea should promptly 
(2?g0) to the conference table with Seoul. 


Marchand also told his Korean guests that visits of parliamentarians between Seoul 
and Ottawa were most effective in the furtherance of friendship between the two 
countries, stressing that manifold exchanges are especially important between coun- 
tries whose culture, tradition and history are different. 


He said the Canddian-Korean relations have been historically close, adding that 
Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau's coming visit to Korea would be a milestone in 
furthering such close ties. Trudeau is scheduled to visit Korea from September 21 
to 24. 


The five-man National Assembly delegation lei by Rep Pong Tu-wan of the ruling Demo- 
cratic Justice Party is in Ottawa on a six-day official visit. The Korean delegation 
arrived in Toronto on August 24. 


The Korean legislators, all members of the Kora-Canada parliamentarians group, have 
been invited by their Canadian counterparts as part of the groups’ exchange program. 


It is the first visit to Canada by the Korean members of the bilateral body since 
the organization was launched in 1979 for the purpose of promoting ties between the 
legislatures of the two countries. 


Following their Ottawa visit, the Korean lawmakers will tour Montreal, before 
leaving for New York on Saturday.

The editorial says that since August 15, 1945, national sovereignty has been 
totally trampled underfoot and slavish submission imposed upon the people in 
South Korea uncer the domination of outside forces. 


Noting that the responsibility for the disgraceful history of South Korea since 
liberation rests above all with the United States, the editorial says: 


After establishing its domination over South Korea through the enforcement of a 
military administration and so on in violation of international commitments, 
the United States defended and fostered the pro-Japanese treacherous forces and 
pro-U.S. treacherous forces.

DKP URGES SPECIAL BODY FOR ADMINISTRATION REFORM

[Text] The Democratic Korea Party (DKP) tas urged the government to set up a “spe- 
cial committee for the reform of administration” under the direct control of the 
president to seek sweeping administrative reorganization. 


The first minority party demanded in its tentative draft for the reform of the admin- 
istration that the ad hoc panel be headed by a former president and composed of 
40 to 50 people from all walks of life. 


The DKP draft was worked out by its policy deliberation council chaired by Rep Han 
Yong-su, based on the outcome of party-sponsored seminars on the administrative 
reform on August 19 and 21. 


In the tentative plan for administrative reform, the party also called for the in- 
stitution of another vice premiership in charge of social welfare and the establish- 
ment of a council for the protection of low-income people's livelihood under direct 
presidential control. 


Rep Han revealed yesterday that the draft to be confirmed through deliberation by 
the party executive council shortly would be the basic framework of the party amend- 
ment bill to the government organization law, which would be forwarded to the regular 
national assembly session to open September 20. 


Other major contents of the draft include the fundamental enforce™ent of the local- 
government system by decentralizing administrative power. 


Also included in the draft is the curtailment of the government budget through the 
reorganization of government setups and the computerization of administrative work. 


The DKP, at the same time, claimed in the draft that the government should promote 


shifting to corporations its offices seeking profits through businesses such as the 
Office of Monopoly, the Korean National Railroad and the Communications Ministry.

ROK DAILY WELCOMES ‘LESS GOVERNMENT’ POLICY

[Editorial: “Steps for Less Government") 


[Text] The government plan to substantially reduce the number of high positions in 
national and local administration agencies is a right step toward “less government" 
compatible with a basic policy of the new fifth republic-—-to maximize private initia- 
tive and creativity by minimizing official intervention. To be sure, less govern- 
ment is a current trend in many countries, including the United States, as a means of 
coping with their troubled economy. 


According to the basic guidelines announced Tuesday by the Ministry of Government 
Administration, at least 232 or 14 percent of the 1,648 positions now held by civil 
servants ranked grade four (section chief) or above are to be abolished in national 
administration agencies alone by October 20. They will include seven assistant min- 
isters and 13 grade one officials. Their present duties are to be taken over by the 
remaining officials through mergers of offices. 


The measure is the first major cutback of the government organization in two decades. 
During this period there have been as many as 35 readjvstments of government struc- 
ture, all for expansion. The expansion of government functions was necessary to 
effectively plan and administer the government-led fast economic growth in the 

60s and 70s. Without strong government leadership the phenomenal industrial prog- 
ress of the nation would not have been possible. 


As Minister of Government Administration Kim Yong-hyu admitted, however, the con- 
tinued government enlargement oriented toward rapid economic growth has brought 
about administrative inefficiency and budgetary waste. Problems include over- 
lapping of functions among offices, disjointing of functions through too much sub- 
division, and inadequate coordination between offices. 


Especially notable is the top-heavy structure of bureaucracy resulting i.2.m succes- 
sive creation of new high posts as expedient means to promote officials, raise their 
salaries or assign political appointees. The tendency toward an inverted pyramid 

in government structure is clear when one looks at the figures that show a 241 per- 
cent increase in the number of officials of grade three or above during the last 

20 years while lesser officials increased by 73 percent. This inevitably resulted 
in unnecessary red tape, due to so many steps to go through on the bureaucratic 

















ladder to get official papers approved. It is therefore quite natural that there 
have lately been mounting calls for the elimination of excess fat in the high echelon 
of government. 


There is no disputing that a fat government, though meritorious in the initial stage 
of national development, tends to hamper further progress when greater initiative and 
autonomous activities are required of the privzte sector in the face of changed 
economic and international conditions. It is therefore vital that the role of the 
government start changing from regulatory and controlling functions to those of 
guidance and assistance. Viewed in this sense, the planned retrenchment of govern- 
ment organization is a timely step. 


We like to point out, however, that any gajor organizational overhaul of the gcvern- 
ment cannot be successfully accomplished in a one-shot deal and requires a con- 
tinuing program. We trust that the government will consider follow-up moves, after 
the current first step, to realize its goal of clean, efficient and democratic ad- 
ministration.

ROK DAILY DETAILS MEASURES ON REDUCING BUDGET

[Text] The government has decided to eradicate factors wasting government budget 
funds in the compilation of next year's national budget bill. 


According to measures designed to reduce budget spending, which were announced by 
the Economic Planning Board, the government will put restraint on the rental use of 
deluxe buildings as government offices, save expenses for officials’ domestic and 
overseas travel, restrict increases in new official-use vehicles and merge less ef- 
fective funds. 


The budget saving steps also call for a ban on the making of charts for reports with- 
in the respective ministries and government agencies, the prohibition of excessive 
publication of government bulletins and periodicals, restraint on domestic travel by 
officials and a reduction in food allowances for officials on night duty and in fuel 
expenses. 


Intelligence expenses for bureaus and offices will also be reduced except for inter- 
national relations, while expense funcs granted to high-ranking officiale during 
their overseas trips will be limited to assistant ministers and higher officials. 


To reduce the use of electric power, electric lights in government facilities will 
be encouraged to be turned off during the daytime. 


Restrictions will also be put on government subsidies to various associations and 
private organizations. 


In order to reduce expenses for operating a large number of government cars, all 
government offices have been told to auction off their cars to government officials 
except for those indispensable or the performance of official duty. 


This was revealed by Health-Social Affairs Minister Chon Myong-ki in a briefing on 
his ministry's major projects for the coming 10 years for the Korea National Party 
yesterday. 


According to him, all cars except those for urgent business use and those for the 
use of officials with the rank of vice ministers or higher will be disposed of in 
the coming three years. 
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According to instructions handed down in a cabinet meeting Tuesday, vice ministerial 
level officials and higher will be allowed to continue to use chauffeur-driven 
government cars. 


Others will have to drive themselves or hire drivers at their own cost. But the 
bill for fuel consumed for the official's use will be paid by the government, ac- 
cording to the instructions. 


But each government office will be allowed to have a certain number of cars with 
drivers which is deemed necessary for the performance of their business.

ROK REINFORCES BAN ON PRIVATE TUTORING OF S1UDENTS

[Text] The Social Purification Committee warned yesterday that students who seek 
prohibited private lessons outside school would be disqualified from taking the 
state test for college entrance. 


Students who are found to have had the out-of-school lessons in preparation for 
entrance to college will have their admission nullified or expelled from their 
schools, the committee said in an announcement. 


The tough measures to prevent private lessons were decided in a joint meeting of 
officials from the Home Ministry, Education Ministry, National Police Headquarters 
and other government offices at the Social Purification Committee Wednesday after- 
noon. 


The committee, which directs government efforts for the elimination of various social 
evils, noted that there was the possibility of revival of private lessons in secrecy 
as the college entrance test neared. 


According to measures agreed on at the Wednesday meeting, any person found to have 
given private lessons to students will be arrested for violating the law of private 
institutes. 


Parents of violating students will be removed from their positions or will be sub- 
jected to tax investigation, the committee said. 


Secret inspectors will be sent to major cities for clandestine investigation of 
private tutoring, focusing on suspicious teachers and parents. Citizens are asked 
to help in the investigation by reporting any practices of private teaching to the 
authorities. 


An Mu-hyok, chairman of the committee, said that there seemed to be parents of high- 
school senior class students who felt uneasy upon hearing rumors that private tutor- 
ing has been revived secretly these days. 


"However, it is determined that secret out-of-school teachings are not so prevalent 
yet though there might be « emall number of parents trying to elude the authorities’ 
watch,” he said.

“The government is firmly determined to overcome the 
chronic problem of student unrest, and is doing its utmost to avoid making stereo- 
typed instructions. But the nation's universities and colleges should also exert 
voluntery and creative efforts to successfully tackle the phenomenon which impedes 
their growth as academic institutions,” Yi said.

ROK FINALIZES FIFTH 5-YEAR ECONOMIC PLAN 
SK220252 Seoul THE KOREA TIMES in English 22 Aug 81 pp 1-2 


[Text] The governmert made public yesterday the final version of the nation's Fifth 
Five-Year Economic and Social Development Plan (1982-86), which envisages an average 
GNP growth of 7.6 percent and an average price increase of 10.1 percent. 


Deputy Prime Minister and Minister of Economic Planning Sin Pyong-hyon told a press 
conference in the afternoon that the Fifth Five-Year Plan was fundamentally aimed 
at stabilization, efficiency and balanced development. 


Sin stressed that top policy priority would be given to price stabilization to limit 
the annual price hike rate to an average of 10 percent, or 9 percent in the goal 
year of 1986. 


To enhance the economic efficiency and productivity, Sin said economic and social 
policies would be directed to opening, internationalizing and fostering the national 
economy, coupled with a privately-led and autonomous system, and to decentralizing 
the government economic management function. 


Emphasis, he said, would also be placed on social development and balanced develop- 
ment of the national land in pace with a steady economic growth of 708 percent per 
annum. [Sentence as published] 


The top economic policy planner explained that the new Five-Year Plan was designed 

to arrest structural and chronic inflation and .emove causes of inefficiency in the 
early part of the coming five years so as to enable the national economy to make “its 
second take-off" toward national development in the latter part. 


He outlined five policy directions of the Fifth Five-Year Development Plan--first, 

to create a firm basis for economic stabilization and to improve efficiency to con- 
tinue economic growth; second, to manage the international balance of payments in a 
sound manner and to secure “economic security” in cooperation with foreign countries; 
third, to shift toward an internationally superior and advantageous industrial 
structure; fourth, to develop the national land balancedly and to conserve the na- 
tural environment; and fifth, to expand social development. 


The government, he saf., would limit the unemployment rate to 4 percent in line 


with the average GNP growth of 7.6 percent by providing jobs to 2.3 million new 
economically active people during the coming five years. 
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During the plan period, 32.5 percent of the Gross National Product (CHP) will be 
invested in maximizing domestic savings, he said. 


To limit angual price increase to one-digit figures by 1984, Sin said, the govern- 
ment finance, would be managed more healthily in view of the growing financial derand 
by reducing increases in ordinary government spending. However, he said the 

people's tax burd-. rate would have to be raised to 22 percent in 1986 from this 
year’s 18.4 percent. 


The tax reduction-exemption system will be overhauled while the tax system will be 
reformed to ease the tax burden on low-income and medium-income people. 


The money supply will be operated stably at an annual increase rate of 18 percent 
while the current financing system will be improved to insure smooth supply of money. 


Particular efforts will be mace to stabilize the prices oi foodstuffs and other daily 
necessities, housing expenses and various service charges, according to the plan. 


Various steps to improve the financing system call for interest rates higher than 
price increase rates so as to attract gore savings, a reduction of low-interest policy 
loans and for the gradual transfer of commercial banks into private ownership. 


With the establishment of an industrial policy deliberation committee, the government 
will strengthen its support for facility investment in competitive industries, 
technical renovation and manpower deveiopment . 


The plan also calls for an early settlement of the newly-enforced fair trade system 
and for liberalizing imports to a level similar to that of advanced countries. 


As for the healthy management of the international balance of payments, the govern- 
ment has set the average annual commodity export and import increase targets during 
the 1982-86 period at 20 percent and 10 percent, respectively, at nominal prices 

to increase exports and imports in 1986 to $53 billion and $55.5 billion. 


Sin forecast that the acquisition of $46.5 billion in foreign capital required dur- 
ing the coming five years would be attained smoothly as the foreign debt servicing 
amount was projected to be only 11 percent of the total foreign exchange revenue. 


As for the shift of industries to relatively advantageous ones, priority in invest- 
ment will be given to industries conductive to saving energy, technical renovation 
and man-power development. 


Thus, the nation's dependence on petroleum will be reduced to 50 percent in 
1986 from 61 percent last year. 


Research and development funds will be raised to 2 percent of GiP in 1986 from 0.8 
percent. 


During the coming five years, the government plans to attain «*lf-sufficiency in 
staple grains (rice) by disseminating new high-yield varieties and by providing 
1.3 million farming machines. 
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To step up measures to increase farmers’ non-farming incomes, a development planning 
group will be formed, according to the plan. 


As for balanced development of regions, the national land will be developed, divided 
into 28 spheres of living with Taegu, Kwangju and Taejon as three initial base cities. 


Other major policy measures included in the five-year plan are: 
--to expand the development of provincial industrial comp.iexes; 
--to expand the pavement of local (mmicipal and county) roads; 
--to strengthen the function of provincial governments; 


--to increase telephone circuits by 6.3 million and to expand railroad and ship- 
ping transportation capacity; 


--to increase investment in education substantially to 5 percent of the total fixed 
investment from 3.3 percent; 


--to build 1,460,000 housing units inc.iuding 570.000 in the public sector to raise 
the housing supply rate to 98.4 percent in 1986 from the present 74.5 percent; 


-—to expand the scope of medical insurance and medicare beneficiaries to 66 percent 
of the total population end to enforce a people's welfare pension system for aged 
persons; 


--to complete the construction of Seoul's subways Nos 2, 3 and 4, and Pusan's first 
subway; and, 


-—-to raise the piped water supply rate to 70 percent froa the present 55 percent.

ROK ENVISIONS $53 BILLION EXPORT GOAL BY 1986

[Text] The government will lay stress on upgrading the export industrial structure, 
developing the heavy and chemical sectors particularly in the field of machinery 
during the Fifth Five-Year Economic and Social Development Plan Period (1982-86). 


It envisions the export goal in 1985, the final year of the vYifth Five-Year Plan, 
at $53 billion with an annual average increase rate of 20.3 percent during the cited 
period. 


According to the plan, the exports of heavy and chemical industrial products are 

projected to increase to $28.8 billion in 1986, which accounted for 54.3 percent of 
the total export volume, from this year's $9.2 billion, 43.7 percent in the component 
ratio of expolis. 


However, efforts will be steadily expedited to increase the exports of light indus- 
trail products including textiles, which have international competitiveness on the 
world markets. 


The exports of light industrial products are planned to rise to $20.9 billion in 
1986 from $9.9 billion this year. 


In a policy to raise the international competitiveness of export commodities, the 
government will put emphasis on stabilizing the price, wages and foreign exchange 
rates, along with an improvement of productivity and quality of the products. 


During the coming five years, the industrial competitiveness will be strengthened 
by introducing foreign competition, and expansion of facilities will be spurred 
in the field of industrial edges for increasing the supply capabilities. 


The government will step up finanical assistance to exports of machinery and vessels. 
Of the nation's total commodity export goal of $53 billion in 1986, the credit 
«™~ports of vessels and plants will increase to $4 billion in 1986 from $900 
million this year. 


The required fund for credit exports is set at 792.8 billion won this year. But it 
will increase to 1,472 billion won in 1984 and to 2,450 billion won in 1986, respec- 
tively. 
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Meanwhile, import policy will be implemented with a focus on commodity price 
stabilization and the sound management of import demand. 


The nation's total import scale is projected at $59,400 million on the CIF basis 
in 1986 which breaks down to $2,800 million for grains, $15,200 million for crude 
oil, $4 billion for consumer goods, $14,100 million for capital goods, and $23,300 
million for raw materials. 


The expansion of non-trade income is also eyed. To this end, overseas construction 
services will be encouraged, along with the internationalization of shipping busi- 
ness and development of tourism resources.

ROK PLANS DIVERSIFICATION OF ENERGY SOURCES

[Text] The government will do its best to push ahead efficiently and rationally with 
its energy policy during the Fifth Five-Year Socioeconomic Development Plan Period 
(1982-86), it was announced yesterday. 


According to the announcement, the five-year plan will emphasize diversification of 
energy sources and their efficient use. 





The diversification and increase in energy storage capacity will cope with ever- 
growing concern about expected shortages of energy resources and higher prices. 


The government will also spur efforts to promote the development of minerai reserves 
both at home and abroad. 


The on-going energy conservation drive will also be continued during the coming 
five years. 


Under a prime policy of “laying a strong foundation for coal production,” the govern- 
ment will make efforts to help the nation increase output from 18.5 million tons last 
year to 21.5 million tons in the target year of 1986. 


Coal storage is expected to rise to 5.6 million tons in 1986 from 4.6 million tons 
last year. 


The mechanization rate of coal mining equipment is projected at 35 percent in the 
target year from eight percent last year. 


By the end of 1986, the government forecasts, all coal miners will own their houses. 
Last year, 84.7 percent of the nation's total coal miners as heads of families re- 
sided in their own houses. 


To help secure stable supplies of oil, the government said, it will establish 
storage facilities capable of stockpiling 50 million barrles by the end of 1986 
for 60-day emergency use. 


The national's dependence on oil will be reduced to 50.2 percent from 613. percent 
last year. And oil imports will increase to 261 million barrels in 1986 from 183 
million barrels last year. 
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At the same time, the government will step up oil exploration projects on the 
continental shelf between Korea and Japan and also in Indonesia. 


Through rational materialization of electric power development, soucres of electricity 
will be diversified. 


The total installed capacity is projected to increase to 17,570,000 kw in 1986 from 
9,290,000 kw last year. 


Especially, the rated capacity of nuclear power plants (one station in Kori at 
present) is planned to rise from 587,000 kw last year to 4,766,000 kw in a combined 
total of six plants.

TRADE DEFICITS AGAINST U.S., JAPAN WORSEN

[Text] Seoul, 28 Aug (YONHAP)--Korea‘'s trade deficits were running deeper in recent 
years agains the United States, Japan and 16 other major Korean trade partners as 
the latter moved to strengthen their import restrictions against the country's 
products. 


A Korean Traders Association(KTA) report released Friday said that Korea suffered 
a combined total deficit of 2.43 billion U.S. dollars last year in trade with those 
18 countries, a considerable rise from the 136 million-dollar deficit in 1976. 


The 1980 figure accounted for 77.8 percent of the country's total trade deficits for 
the year, a notable increase from the 12.9 percent recorded four years ago. 


According to the report, Korea suffered its initial deficit in trade with the United 
States, its largest trade partner, in 1979. In trade with Canada, trade deficits 
began last year. 


Despite the country's growing trade deficits, Korean exports to the 18 countries 
continued to increase, accounting for 21.6 percent of total exports in 1976, 24.3 
percent in 1977, 25 percent in 1978, 26.7 percent in 1979 and 27.8 percent in 1980. 


Urges Japan To Rectify Trade Imbalance

[Text] Seoul, 28 Aug (YONHAP)--Korea will urge Japan during the Korea-Japan minister- 
ial conference to come up with a positive approach to rectify the chronic trade inm- 
balance favoring Tokyg, government sources here said Friday. 


At the meeting, slated for September 10-11 in Seoul, Korea will request Japan to 
include petrochemical products and heavy and chemical goods from Korea in its list 
of urgent imports.

to expedite Japanese imports, citing a similar office in the U.S., the sources 
said.

"YONHAP' ANALYZES NO-SONODA MEETING

[Text] Tokyo, 22 Aug (YONHAP)—-The two-day meeting of the Korean and Japanese for- 
eign ministers, which ended here Friday, has reaffirmed the friendly and interdepend- 
ent relations between the two neighboring nations, paving the way for new Seoul- 
Tokyo ties, which have been strained in recent years. 


During their meeting, the first full-scale cabinet-level contact between the two 
mations in nearly three years, the two foreign ministers have narrowed the gap in 
their government's perception of Korea's security situation, and exchanged candid 
views on Korea's need for Japanese lozs~ in financing the country's five-year de- 
velopment plan to be launched next year. 


When the two rounds of talks held on Thursday and Friday afternoons were over, Korean 
Foreign Minister No Sin-yong told reporters, “Overall, this meeting has provided 
an opportunity to develop still closer relations between the two nations.” 


No and his Japanese host Sunao Sonoda have agreed to meet again as often as is neces- 
ary and hold the Seoul-Tokyo ministerial meeting in Seoul September 10 and 11 as 
scheduled. 


The ministerial meeting, the annual event involving the foreign and economic- 
portfolio ministers of the two governments, was last held in Seoul in August 1978 
and has not been resumed due to the domestic circumstances of Japan and Korea 
including the Kim Tae-chung affair. 


Diplc matic observers agree that the greatest achievement for the Seoul side in the 
No-Sonoda talks is the change in Tokyo's official perception of the situation on the 
Korean peninsula. 


The Korean side has won Japan's promise that it will refrain from making any moves 
which would heighten inter-Korea tension and jeopardize the equilibrium on the 
Korean peninsula. 


Furthermore, Japan has pledged to consult with Seoul and Washington before under- 
taking any exchanges with North Korea. 
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Though it remains tc be seen how good Japan will make on the promises, it waa a 
significant concession for Tokyo to make such official pronouncements, because Japan 
has been over the years promoting private exchanges with North Korea with which it 
has no official ties. 


Such exchanges between Japan and North Korea have been a major irritation for the 
Seoul government. 


The pledge not to jeopardize equilibrium on the Korean peninsula is expected to fore- 


stall any future sale of Japanese-made military equipment to North Korea. 


In addition, the promise to consult with Seoul and Washington before making any 
moves toward Pyongyang implies that Japan, South Korea and the United States are 
linked together by one ring. 


As fcr Seoul's request for six billion U.S. dollars in loans to help finance its 
next five-vear development plan, Japan responded with assurances of “all possible 
contribution and most sincere cooperation.” 


Korea's loan request, however, is expected to crop up again at the forthcoming min- 
isterial meeting, but a final agreement might be left undecided pending an action 
by Korean President Chon Tu-hwan and Japanese Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki when they 
have a summit meeting yet to be determined. 


One Korean official was optimistic, however, about Japan's assurances, and said he 


believed they were not equivocal promises, though a final picture depends on how 
much Japan finally would agree to lend tc Yorea.

[Text] Pyongyang August 26 (KCNA)—-The Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea has 
long attained self-sufficiency in food and sets aside a certain amount of food 
grain, while supplying necessary food to the industry and stockbreeding. 


Under the colonial rule of Japanese imperialism the agriculture of Korea was very 
backward and the northern half of the DPRK was greatly short of food. 


Today, however, it has completely solved the food problen. 


This is a brilliant fruition of the wise guidance of the great leader Comrade 
Kim Il-song who always directs deep attention to the solution of the agricultural 
problem. 


The grain output of our country was 2,167,000 tons in 1944 at the time of the 
imperialist colonial rule. 


The great leader opened a way for the rapid development of the rural economy. 


The zeal of the peasants rose extraordinarily high and the grain output grew 
to 2,670,000 tons in 1948, 


The rural economy was totally devastated during the three-year fatherland libera- 
tion war (1950-1953). After the war the great leader established an advanced 
socialist rural economy system and saw to it that the rural technical revolution 
whose main content is irrigation, mechanisation, electrification and chemicalisa- 
tion was vigorously pushed ahead. This brought about a rapid upswing in agricul- 
tural production. 


In 1958 the grain output increased nearly double the 1946 figure, boosting per 
capita output to 350 lilograms.

In our country over 80 per cent of whose territory is covered by mountains, the 
density of the population is very high in comparison with the farming area.

In the past the 
per hectare output of main crops was 2-3 tons in rice, and less than one ton in 
maize. Today the per hectare output rose to 7.2 tons in rice and 6.3 tons in 
maize. Many cooperative farms in plain areas upped the per hectare output to 
8-9 tons or above. 


Our country has become one of the richest countries in the per capita consumption 
of grain. 


This year's grain target is 9.5 million tons. Our country will raise the annual 
grain output to 15 million tons till the end of the 1980s by more thoroughly 


applying the chuche methods of farming, reclaiming 300,000 hectares of tide land 
and obtaining 200,000 hectares of farm land.
